The stage has been set for 
the 77th run of the Prince 
of Wales Stakes Race at the 
Fort Erie Racetrack. 

The second jewel in the 
Canadian Triple Crown, 
has served as the presti¬ 
gious event at the local bor¬ 
der oval and on Wednesday, 
hundreds of race fans and 
invited guests were at the 
Prince of Wales Dining 
Room for the post-position 
draw, where it is deter¬ 
mined where each of the 
nine competing horses will 

The special guest 'draw- 
master' was legendary jock¬ 
ey Ron Turcotte, who has 
an enormously long list of 
accomplishments in the 
sport of kings, in a career 
that started at the Fort Erie 
Racetrack in 1962. 

He has been inducted 
into the National Museum 
of Racing, the New 
Brunswick Sports Hall of 
Fame, the Canadian Sports 
Hall of Fame and is the first 
person involved in the 
horse-racing industry to be 
named to the Order of 
Canada. 

Turcotte said he was 
thrilled to be a part of the 
celebration. 

"My first win was at this 
track," he said, referring to 
a race that kicked off his 
career decades ago, atop a 
horse called Pheasant 

That same year, he lead 
all jockeys in the country 
with the most wins and by 
1964 was racing in the 
United States. 

In his career, he won each 
of the classic U.S. races 
(The Belmont, Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness)

He also rode famous 
horses Secretariat and 
Northern Dancer early 
during his time as a rider. 

The event on Wednesday 
saw Mike Dimoff, the Fort 
Erie Racetrack's announc¬ 
er, as the master of cere¬ 
monies. 

He directed a number of 
questions to Turcotte about 
his highlights and asked 
what it feels like to be put 
in the same class as many 
other famous jockeys who 
are well-known in the sport 
across North America. 

The former jockey 
responded by saying back 
in the day, when he was 
first starting out, he wasn't 
intimidated by some of the 
bigger names. 

"I don't consider myself 
better than them and I 
don't consider them better 
than me," said Turcotte. 

"I wasn't afraid to ride 
against anyone," he added. 

Before Turcotte took the 
stage, the Fort Erie Live 
Racing Consortium's chief 
executive officer Jim Thibert 
spoke about the bigger pic¬ 
ture at the pristine oval, 
addressing the question of 
whether or not it will be 
able to celebrate its 116th 
year in 2013.

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Lubberts adamant about road allowance in Crystal Beach 


► Councillor 
wants to see 
documentation 
about when it 
was closed 


Ward 5 Coun. Lubberts 
has been travelling down 
a road allowance in his 
comments at council for 
the last few meetings, 
saying the Crystal Beach 
Gateway Project is to be 
built on it. 

He claims there is a 
road allowance at the end 
of Schooley Road that 
runs from Erie Road to 
the edge of Lake Erie, at 
the site of the 12-storey 
development he has 
opposed since being 
elected in 2010. 

Tve gotten a lot of 
information from numer¬ 
ous solicitors," said 
Lubberts at Monday's 
council -in-committee 
meeting, shortly after 
midnight.

For weeks, the Crystal 
Beach councillor has 
asked for answers from 
Town staff about the 
alleged road allowance, 
claiming it was never 
closed and that it impedes 
on the condo plans. 

In response to Lubbert's 
statements, interim chief 
administrative officer 
Ron Tripp has said there 
is no proof to validate the 
councillor's claims and 
that what is being stated 
as fact, is merely an opin- 

Lubberts has on several 
occasions said to be in 
possession of literature 
that can back up his state¬ 


ments but has never pre¬ 
sented them to his col¬ 
leagues on council. 

"Coun. Lubberts con¬ 
tinues to make reference 
to documents or excerpts 
of documents... and it's 
not an appropriate 
approach," said Tripp. 

While staff says 
Lubberts' position about 
the road allowance is dif¬ 
ficult to prove incorrect 
through one single docu¬ 
ment, the councillor is 
adamant that he can be 
given an answer. 

"Show me some docu¬ 
mentation it was closed," 
said Lubberts. 

John Mascarin, a lawyer 
with Aird and Berliss, a 
firm hired by the Town to 
provide an opinion on the 
matter, was also present 
at Monday's marathon 
meeting. 

Since Lubberts is refer¬ 
ring to a road allowance 
that existed in the 1920's, 
it needs to be realized 
that the municipal act 
from 2003 may not apply 
to plans from almost 100 
years ago.

Council and staff finished 
the private meeting behind 
closed doors shortly after 
midnight and approved the 
staff report that outlined 
the agreement. 

It will now be forwarded 
to the Molinaro Group and 
pending their approval, will 
come before council again, 
in by-law form. 

Another closed session 
meeting was also on the 
evening's agenda, related 
to the filling of the chief 
administrative officer posi¬ 
tion, but was tabled until 
next Monday.

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Council approves changes to home occupation rules in town

It could be a little easier 
to work from home in the 
Town of Fort Erie in the 

At Monday's council- 
in-committee meeting, 
amendments to the 
municipality's home 
occupation provisions 
were approved for infor¬ 
mational purposes. 

The purpose of the 


amendment is to promote 
Fort Erie as a place to do 
business by reducing bar¬ 
riers for the growing 
demographic of people 
choosing to earn a living 
from their homes. 

The changes, given first 
approval, are designed to 
provide increased flexi¬ 
bility for persons who 
choose to operate a 
home-based business, 
while restricting activities 
that have the potential to 
impact on the residential 
character of the neigh¬ 
bourhood or that could 
result in nuisance 
impacts. 

No residential property 
owner will be permitted 
to use more than 25 per 
cent of their home for

conducting business. 


Lubberts asked how much 
of an impact the changes 
would have on current 
business owners who 
operate out of commer¬ 
cial space in Greater Fort 
Erie. 

Kira Dolch, a senior 
planner with the Town, 
said the changes will wel¬ 
come growth in the busi¬ 
ness community. 

"Home based business¬ 
es, sometimes they'll 
grow to a certain capacity 
and then they'll go into 
commercials spaces... 
and that's what we're 
hoping for," said Dolch. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick 
Shular was in full support 
of the idea and said he 
looks forward to it being 
put in effect. 


"We're trying to recog¬ 
nize the opportunity for 
certain people to develop 
their entrepreneurial 
skills, within the confines 
of their own home," said 
Shular. 

He also stated that the 
regulations within the 
provisions will be heavily 
enforced and that this is a 
move that will help the 
local business communi¬ 
ty- 

"I see this as a positive 
step and people will 
embrace it," said Shular. 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero, who is past-pres¬ 
ident of the Greater Fort 
Erie Chamber of 
Commerce, says he 
doesn't have any con¬ 
cerns at this stage. 


"At first glance, I have 
no issue in supporting 
this, going forward." 

Home based businesses 
may have benefits to both 
residents and the Town, 
says the staff report. 

"These businesses are 
important to the Town as 
they can provide useful 
services locally and 
encourage business 
growth by reducing start¬ 
up costs associated with 
the requirements to lease 
commercial facilities," 
reads the report. 
Reduction in traffic and 
greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions, along with how 
helpful this could be for 
parents and child care 
costs, are also listed as 
benefits, in the report.

After the provincial government 
announced it will no longer be subsi¬ 
dizing the industry after the 2012 meet 
and the Ontario Lottery and Gaming 
Corporation closed the slots at the track 
in April, it will be a struggle to find a last 
solution. 

"There is no mistaking or underesti¬ 
mating the dilemma both the Fort Erie 
Racetrack and all the other Ontario 
racetracks are in, given the Government 
of Ontario's position to withdraw from 
the mutually successful revenue gener¬ 
ating sharing program known as the 
Slots-at-Racetracks program," said 
Thibert. 

Hubert continued by saying he 
understands the sentimental value and 
history of the facility that has been a 
part of the community for 115 years, but 
said the real argument lays in the finan¬ 
cial benefits it provides to the munici¬ 
pality and the surrounding areas. 

"From a practical standpoint, I think 
we need to drive home the economic 
contributions the track makes to the 
Ontario and Fort Erie economies." 

A field of nine will compete in 
Canada’s richest stakes event on dirt in 
this Sunday's 77th edition of the Prince 
of Wales Stakes, the second jewel of 
Canada's Triple Crown. A purse of 
$500,000 is up for grabs for Canada’s 
finest 3-year-olds. 

Listed at 3-1 morning line is Dixie 
Strike. Trained by Mark Casse who won 
the Prince of Wales in 2009 with Gallant, 
the filly finished a game third in the 
Queen’s Plate. With earnings of over 
$600,000, she is the richest horse in the 
race. Casse believes that she is training 
even better leading up to the big event 
on Sunday. 

“She has outworked my entire barn 
on dirt. She is awesome on it and just 
such a smart filly.” 

Jockey Patrick Husbands is the regu¬ 
lar rider of Dixie Strike. A top rider for a 
number of years in Ontario, he will for¬ 
ever be in the history books for winning 
the Triple Crown aboard Wando in 
2003. 

The filly Irish Mission will open up at 
odds of 5/2. The winner of the 
Woodbine Oaks on June 3, she ran a 
huge race in the Queen’s Plate against a 
field of 13 other rivals finishing second 
under jockey Alex Solis. Trained by 
Hall of Fame conditioner Mark Frostad 
for her owner Robert Evans, the filly has 
come out of the Plate in good order and 
is ready to run in the big dance this 
Sunday. Mark Frostad is in search of 
this fourth Prince of Wales victory. 

There are four newcomers who have 


entered the Triple Crown mix including 
two entries from the Ralph Biamonte 
outfit. Biamonte has been a fixture at 
Fort Erie Race Track for over 40 years, 
beginning as an owner while practicing 
his dental business in Niagara Falls. Ten 
years later he took out his trainer's 
license and began to work double duty. 
Bom and raised in Niagara Falls, his 
stable has grown to two strings, a base 
at Woodbine and another in Fort Erie. 
On Sunday he will saddle Run in Aruba 
and Menlo Castle. 

“To win this race would mean a lot to 

Supplemented for a fee of $12,500 to 
compete is the gelding Quaesitor who is 
owned by Wayward Stable and trained 
by Ian Howard. Quaesitor broke his 
maiden by a nose on June 30th at 
Woodbine. “This is a family horse,” said 
Howard. “We bred him and his blood¬ 
lines go back generations for us.” 

The red and gold silks of Sam Son 
Farms will also be represented in the 
“Wales” Dead On is trained by Malcolm 
Pierce and has not raced since the Plate 
Trial held at Woodbine on June 3rd. 
Dead On has undergone a major equip¬ 
ment change since that day. “He was 
gelded after the Trial,” explained his 
conditioner, “and the change has helped 
him to concentrate.

“He’s been 
feeling very chippy since the Plate and 
he's a great little fellow,” said Roger at 
the draw on Wednesday afternoon. 

Ultimate Destiny would send his 
connections over the moon if he was to 
win on Sunday. Trained by Mike Keogh 
(who trained Wando to a Triple Crown 
sweep in 2003), the gelding finished 
fifth in the Queen’s Plate as has been 
training well on the dirt leading up to

At the age of 59, he start¬ 
ed classes and program¬ 
ming as a student with the 
Fort Erie Adult Literacy 
Council (ALC). 

It didn't take long for the 
results to show, as his skills 
grew quickly, while battling 
alcoholism at the same 

"Within a year, I was 
reading and writing," said 
Putman who also remains a 
reformed alcoholic to this 
date. 

He wrote stories, poems 
and anything else that was 
on his mind. 

Also sufferingfromsevere 
vision problems, Putman 
uses a an electronic read¬ 
er... which is a device that 
magnifies literature he 
needs to read and displays 
it on a computer monitor. 

What was most detri¬ 
mental to Putman in his 
opinion, is how being illit¬ 
erate for so many years held 
him back when it came to 
moving up the ranks in the 
different professions he 
had as a security guard and 
ambulance driver... espe¬ 
cially when there were new 
job postings put up. 

"I couldn't read it, so I 
couldn't apply for it," he 
said. 

But now the 76-year-old 
can do just about anything 
in his mind, as his literacy 
skills have developed rath¬ 
er nicely over the years. 

When asked what he 
would say to someone who 
is in their adult years and 
struggles with the concepts 
of reading and writing, 
Putman said he would tell 
hem there is no shame in 
admitting you need help. 


"Get off your butt, stop 
feeling sorry for yourself 
and do it," he said. 

"There's a lot of people 
that can't even pick up a 
newspaper and read it," he 

Putman lives his life 
much differently, living the 
retired life and still volun¬ 
teering his time with the 
ALC. But most importantly, 
he knows how to read and 
write, something he had no 
idea about for such a long

Kay Green is the chair of 
the ALC's board of direc¬ 
tors. She elaborated on the 
importance of the programs 
offered, that have been 
available in the community 
for 32 years. 

The crux of the ALC is the 
one-on-one tutoring pro¬ 
gram, the same one that 


changed Putman's life. 

"That's really the heart 
and soul of what we offer," 
she said. 

Green says tutors are 
always being sought and 
that it only takes a few 
hours a week to help make 
a difference in someone's 
life. 

"We're always in need of 
volunteers and of course 
funding, to keep our 
resources up to date," said 

She agreed with Putman's 
attitude, that there is "no 
shame" in seeking the ser¬ 
vices of the ALC. Nobody 
judges and it's a comfort¬ 
able atmosphere to learn 
in. 

"It doesn't matter who 
you are, we all have things 
we don't do as well as oth¬ 
ers," she said.
